Winter  hail  not 
yet  set  in,  there  was  lint  an  apoloy\  lor  snow  upon  the  vironnd,  ami  Imt  little  ice 
hail  fiirmed  almiu  the  shores  ot  the  slaek  water. 

His  moceasiiis  pointed  towards  the  head  waters  id  the  Sehastacook  where  it 

tal^es  its  course  from  the  I'oot  hills  and  inlains  lie\ond.     Camp  was  made  the 

lirst  iiiylit  many  miles  awa>  in  the  wilderness  towards  the  land  of  the  setnnu; 
sun.  lie  had  seen  no  y:ame  nor  si;;ns  thereot,  but  vl  ''ii  the  snow  would  eome  all 
would  lie  changed.  The  trail  was  resumed  with  earliest  dawn  and  e\ery  lioiU 
and  c'lrner  caielnllv,  noiselessly  scrntini/ed  and  explored,  and  yet  no  deer, 
cai  ilio  I.  or  moosel 

I  he  da\  was  leaden  and  litcless  ;  dense  snow  clouds  hanked  the  liori/on  :  no 
sunshine  liroke  tliroimh  the  tree-to|is  to  tell  him  the  hour  or  location.  Snow  in 
;;reat  liroad  Hakes  lie;;an  to  tall,  and  darkness  lollowiiii;  soon  alter  Saliattis  made 
camp  near  the  summit  of  the  ili\iile  uhicli  separates  the  .\ndrosc(>yy:in  ri^er 
Ironi  IheKenneliec.  'Ihe  hooliny  ol  iiwl>  and  the  liowlin.i;  of  hilliirr>  wolves 
were  his  only  companionship  diiriiii;  tin-  niy;lit.  'Ihe  morniny:  broke  clear  and 
inteirely  cold  and  pli'iity  (d'  ili>.  Ilulfv  snow  upon  the  ;:iouiiil  made  ideal  con- 
ditions for  siiceessfiil  still  hiintim:. 

Saliattis  wmild  now  surel\  yvl  fresh  meat  lor  Christmas.  With  liraxe 
heart  he  started  out  early  follow  in;;aloii;r  the  hiiihlands  which  skirt  thesonthern 
shore  of  the  luiiicipal  tributary  stream  as  it  iouriie\  s  alony;  in  its  course  to  juin 
w  ith  its  fellows  to  s.vell  the  wati'ls  of  the  Kennebec. 

He  siiiMi  came  to  the  tracks  of  a  lari;e  buck  which  led  up  the  slopinj;  hillside 
towards  the  heavy  ;;row  tli  of  timber  at  its  summit  'I'liese  he  stealthily  fid  lowed 
for  some  'inie  until  he  came  to  a  place  where  a  Loup  Cer\  ier  had  pounced 
down  from  a  tree  upon  the  unsu>pectiii^,'  deer  and  drauj^ii'Li:  him  to  earth  had 
killed  him,  leariny:  to  pieces  and  destroyin;,'  in  his  blind  rau'e  what  he  could  not 
d  '\  our. 

He  was  soon  upon  a  new  1  rail  which  he  followed  bir  miles  onlv  to  lind  where 

a  p.ick  of  wol\es  had  taken   it   up  and  cut   him  out  :"-aiul  so  it  was  thmuKhoui 

the  day,- trail  after  tr.iil  taken  up  and  followed  onl>  to  end  in  disappointinent.

At  the  smell  of  lilooil  he  was  pounced  upon  and  torn  iimli  froni  lindi  li\  tlii' 
others.  In  their  lilind  fren/\  they  attacked  one  another  and  the  woods  echoed 
and  re-echoed  with  the  unearthly  noise. 

'I'lie  arrows  <d'  Sahattis  ilcw  thick  and  uniTrinn  until  to  his  surprise  aiid 
regret  hediscoNered  that  luit  om-  renmined  in  hisi|ui\erl 

The  firound  was  strewn  with  dead  an<l  ilying  wolves  and  st  ill  the  carnay:e 
went  on.  The  unusual  excitement  and  terror  of  the  seem-  occupied  all  liis 
thoU}.'lits,  luit  now  as  night  dcsceudeil  and  the  cold  increased  he  found  hiniscit 
nearly  freezing.  He  ascended  to  the  thii'kest  luanchi's  near  the  tree  top  lor 
greater  |irotectiiui,  wrapped  himself  in  his  carilpi)u  skin  and  liouml  himself  to 
the  trunk  <d'  the  tree  hy  his  lilanket  lest  he  lie  overcome  by  sleep  and  fall  from 
his  lofty  perch  am(Uig  the  devouring  wolves. 

When  the  iuoon  arose  it  rexcali'cl  dead  ami  dving  wcdves  in  all  diifcliiuis. 
S(une  of  the  liadly  wiuiudeil  were  slowly  dragging  themseU  es  to  the  cover  cd'  the 
Woods,  while  from  the  few  remaining  came  feelilc  whines  and  moans  as  if  o\ci-- 
conu- liy  the  dreadful  carnage,  satietv    and  wounds. 

i-lNluiusted  liy  fatigue  ami  hungei'  Sahattis  passed  a  trouliled  night,  and  in 
his  dreams  he  lived  over  again  the  ail\  entureri,  eNcilements.  and  dangers  of  the 
<lay.  .\gain  and  again  he  had  met  with  siu'cess:  again  and  again  did  his  sipiaw 
and  his  papooses  run  forth  to  meet  him,  lailen  with  the  spoils  id'  the  chase: 
again  ami  again  did  the  earth  rise  up  lieneath  his  feet  and  all  lieeame  dark  and 
noisome! 

Day  at  last  dawneil  and  arousing  himself  fnun  his  trouhleil  sluudiers  he  dis- 
covered that  the  last  wolf  had  taken  its  dejiarture,  cud\  the  sickening  sight  of 
the  Mood  staim-cl  snow  and  of  dead  wohcs  torn  asunder  and  scattered  ahout. 
remained  to  tell  oi   his  jieril  and  the  deadly  encounter. 

Carefully  scrutinizing  e\ery  possihle  place  that  still  might  screen  a  lurking 
enemy  Sahattis  slowly  descended  from  the  tree.  It  was  the  day  hefore  Chrisl- 
nuis.  lie  must  he  liouu-  that  night.  lie  could  not  turn  hack.  He  had  luil  a 
single  arrow  in  his  ipiiver.  He  had  no  fresh  meat.  Wcuild  ImJu'imr  .■:iiiiiii  \':i  I'li 
disapjioint ':"  -oh,  nol  nol  no!  Hid  she  not  say  ".Sahattis  will  succeed!" 
"Sahattis  will  succeed! " 

He  woulil  get  his  fresh  meat,  his  heart  would  he  glad,  his  cahiii  would  ha\  e 
good  cheer,  his  Christmas  woidd  he  merry.
